xi at lint reported. A number of exag-
rornted accounts of tho disaster wore
f-mt out and many inquiries wero re¬
vive I fram »vheeiinc and other points
as to tho loss of life,

THE Mtsca ARE SAKE,
fhe Monongah worka are among the

auieat in tho country and all reports
that the explosion was causod by caa
are unfounded, as there is no jjas or lire
clamp whatever in the mines.

Great avmpathyis expressed for tho
families of the uufor:unate mon who
lost their lives, and tho scene about tho
mouth of the mino when tho bodies
were brought out wa« extreraoly sad.
But the sadness was raixod with joy
over the escape of the more fortunato
workmen who were in tho mine when
the explosion occurred. All the in¬

The mine was not
damaged ana work will not bo inter¬
rupted.

Tlie I-arco Mining Concern Organized hjr
senator Camden .The Company's Valu¬
able Property.
The Monomrah Coal and Coko Com¬

pany roalized one of tbo dreams of Sen¬
ator Camden, who had long appreciated
the valuo of tho rich coal field which
liea between Fairmont and Clarksburg.
He socured a largo body of those lands,
and in October, 1S33, the company waa
formed and about l.j,000 acroa trans¬
ferred to it. Associated witli Sonator
Camden in this onterprieo wero Senator
iorman, of Maryland; Jamos Sloan,

jr.. of lJaltiinoro; C. K. Lord, third vicc
presidont of tho Baltimore & Ohio
Kailroad Company; E. .». Clark and
\ W. Colton, jr., of Philadelphia; Sam¬
uel Spcncor, of Drexel, Monran A Co.,
and Col. W. P. Thompson, of New
York; tho late Senator Fair, of Califor¬
nia; J. K. Sands, of Fairmont, and
othora. Until recently Senator '.Cam¬
den waa tho president of tho company.
That position is now fillod by Mr.
Sands, tho well-known bauker of Fair¬
mont.
'Jporations at Monongah, six miles

wen of Fairmont, oa the Monongauela
railroad, where the company hna about
5,400 acres, wero bogun early in 1889.
Three mines wero opened and tho moat
approved machinery of tho time put in
for mining tho coal to advantauo and
(riving it the bost preparation for mar¬
ket. Later a fourth mine waa oponed.
Lately there has been a vory largo out¬
lay for oloctrical power to drive coal-
cutting machinoa and to operate n vory
complete haulage syatom. Tho present
productive capacity of tho Monongah
worka is about 5,000 tons a day. Tho
company lias 322 largo boohivo coke
ovens and 350 dwellmgH on its proporty.
Tho improvement* repreaont a cost of
about $750,000.
Tho mines have boon roirarded a*

among tho model coal works of tho com¬
pany. They wero viaitod recently by
the members of the Woat Virginia Coal
Kxchango, then In session nt Fairmont,
and these oxporioneod men wero loud

The firnt report, corn¬
ing frorna aeoiningly reliablosource, was
that two hundred Ininora woro in tho
mino at the time of tho ucoidout, that

oljtht deml had boon takon out, with i'ixfatally injured, and that 132 meu wore¦till impriaoned. 'J'be nowa, which
must have omanated from nil excitedmind, was telegraphed lioro and im¬
mediately bullotlaed at tho nowapuporotllcos.
Tho horror was tho gouoral topic of

conversation, and scores of nnxioua in¬
quiries for later details woro received,ihere was a general expression of reliot
when it was soon learned that the flrit
report wa*exaggerated and that, thoughbad enough, tho horror waa not of tiie

There wore twobundrod Chinese In tho
adjacent mixing room and at tho aound
of tho explosion all ran. The forco'of
tho explosion was tremendous. lluue
piocoa of wood woro thrown into the
bay, a diatanco of half a mile, and nitro
elycorino tanka worohurlod a diitance
of five hundred yards. lianda, legs aud
otnor part* of ttio mutilated remaina of
tho dead woro Kattored along the road
for a mile.
The nitro-glycerine house firat wont

up, whon the mixing store houso and
gun cotton folio wed. The aitro-glycer-
ine house, of which not a veatigo now
remains, waa a throe-story framo atruc-
ture. 1,-00 by GO foot. It contained
S.OOO pounds of glycerine and 2,000
pounds of hercalea powder. A remark*
able feature of tho exploaion ia that al¬
though the atore houso containing 1,000
pounda of herculea powder is complete¬
ly wrecked, ita contents aro intact. In
all, 10,000 pounda of explosive, was sent
up with a roar uhd a shoot of flauio. Tho
fatalities areaa follows:

Another matter which promised to

bring out oppoiition was tliu erection of
a building for the uso of tho mission
boards in Now York at a cost of ono
and three quarter million dollars, lint
evon the opposition of Elder McDougall,
of Cincinnati, failed to mako itsolf
eiJoctive. In other words, the assembly,
while overwhelmingly coniervativo, has
refused to make itself the tool of con¬
servative extremists.
Tho chair was occupicd.. by Genoral

Beaver, tho vico moderator. Dr. Goorgo
Norcross, of Carlisle, Pa., oresonted tho
subjoct o£. homo tuiaiiona, which was
the tirat regular order to bo reached by
tho assembly on account of the long de-
lay caused by tho seminary question.
Tho report showed that in tho quartor
century «ince the rounion of the two
branches of the church tho anuual re-
coipts had grown from $232,430 to the
sum of $934,520, and tho missionaries
from 1,232 to 1,731. Among tho inter¬
esting recommendations was ono con¬

tinuing Dr. *1 homas S. Hastings, presi¬
dent ot the facnltv, and John Crosby
Brown, vice president of the board of
directors of Union Sominary, as mem¬
bers of the homo mission board.
A motion to refer the nominations

back, so that tho New York Presbytory
might be heard ^ on the subject, was
temporarily laid on the table.

Tho re-
coipta ot tho board Inst year amounted
to £176.000 and tho expenditures to
$178,000, which had been distributed to
785 porsons, of whom 310 wore mlnistors
and 410 widows of ministers. The aver-
ngo appropriation waa about two hun¬
dred dollars, and in no caso did it ex-
ceod three hundred dollars.

Dr. John I. Blackburn, of Covington,
Ky., prosontod a report on tho work of
missions to tho froedaien of tho scuth.
He said that the receipts amountod to
over $173,000 and tho espouses to near¬
ly £164,000, and that tho debt of tho
board had been roduced by over $4,000,
being now over $22,000.

open to settlement, and who rushed
poll moll into tLo reservation and
staked oil claims, liavo discovered that
uudor a strict construction of tho

HOUT1I PAKOI'A LANDS
Thrown Open.Ail Orderly Company of

Settlers Take Charge,
AnMoun, S. D., May 21..The oponing

of the Ynnkton reservation ut noon to*
day was not clmractorued by tho for*
mality and discipline horotoforo at*
tondlng tho opening of vast bodioi of
Indian landi. Tho fact that "soouors"
woro not prevented from going upon
tho land prior to tho hour when lawful
eottleuieui could bo mado rendorod tho
snttlomout of this roiorvation a sort of
ffeo-fopall.
To-night tho nowly oponod land is

dotted with llio shanties of the homo-
steadors, and urolimiuury stops toward
tho cultivation of land havo boon com*
tnencod.

placo iu tho west.

JAPAN'S SCLlLKMKNr
Of the Kmtoru Question Avertod Another

War.How It wn» Mmln.

Tokio, May 10, via Victoria, B. C.,
May 21..1 liatory has moved with ex¬

traordinary rapidity during the past
two weeks. Tho nowly established
peace has been ondangorod and
tho complications of groator magni¬
tude than any produced by tho contost
betwoen China nnd Jupau have threat¬
ened to involve at loast tlireo Kuropoan
power* in a desperate struggle for
suprotnacy in Eastern Asia.
Much remains to bo adjustod by the

diplomatic agencies, and grave domes*
tic dissensions in Japan are more than
possible, but no resort to arms ia antici¬
pated in any quarter.
As soon as tho government was in¬

formed of tho dotorminatloc of Kussia,
Germany and France to torbid acquisi¬
tion of territory by tho Japanese on the
continont, a majority of the cabinet
ministers assemblod at Kioto.
Almost from the beginning the em*

peror's advisors woro in favor of sub¬
mitting, with the solitary exception of
Viscount Mussu. Tho popular ex¬
pectation that tho government would
maintain x courageous front as long as
defiance was possible was strongthoued
May 3, when it was learned that China
had asked that tho dato for oxhanging
ratifications should bo deforred ten
days, anil had been sharply refusod.
A decroe of tPo war department, the

same day. summoned all resorves for
actual service and ordered reinforce¬
ment of the garrisons in Vozo.
On May 4 came intelligence that an

offer had beon made by Count Ito to re¬
linquish the whole of Maucburia, except
the southern part of tho Liaotung pen¬insula, upon which Talien and" Port
Arthur are situatod.
Mancharia, without fortresses, was

noteuoujh to satisfy Kussia and lier
allies. Powerful strongholds also must
be included, and on May 6, two days be-
foro an answer could bo oxtortod on
any pretonse, it was announced to the
official circlo that tho whole would be
abandoned.
The question of ratification was

regarded with comparatively slight
interest, although it was clear
that a renewal of hostilities
was probable, if not cortaiu,in caso the exchango was delayed.
Then followed the concessions as

heretofore relatod. This end is accom¬
plished, but Count Ito is believed to
iiavo little causo to congratulate him¬
self. Tho ministry of which Count Ito
is tho hoad can never stand against the
rago of tho entiro community.

DISASTROUS BATTLE
For the Cuban ItvheU Fought ia the Runt

Ynntnriljijr.
Havana, May 21..An ongngomont

disastrous to tho rebels was fought to¬
day in eastern Cuba in which Josio
Marti, who was proclaimod president
of tho revolutionary party, was killed
and his dead body Doaitivoly identified.
Colonel Salcodo received positive infor¬
mation that a band of insurgents undor
tho command of tho well known lead¬
ers, Jose Marti, Maximo Gomez, Masso
and Barrero, had taken up a lino of
march to pass tho river Nuoto, thonco
to proceed in tho direction of Victoria
do las Tunas, with tho dosign of march¬
ing upon Puerto Priucipe. Colonel
Salcedo despatched a detachment of his
troops to march in pursuit of tho robols,
and Colonel Sandoval found the ouomy
encampcd at a point betwoou iiijae and
Boca do Dosrios on tho right aido of tho
Contrainaestro river, near the CflUto
rivor. The atrip of land botweoa tho
two rivora is high, makiug a strong po¬sition.
Nevertheless Colonol Sandoval attack¬

ed the camp and found his troops
harassed by n scattering tiro of ainglo
shots from covert. The light lasted an
hour in thin rnannor, at tho end oi
which time the Spanish troops advancod
nnd took tho oneuiy'n position nnd com¬
pelling tho robols to ilv in dilloront di¬
rections. Ttio Spanish troops hotly
pursued nnd caino upon tho body of
Joso Marti, which was lator positivelyidentified.
Of-tho robols twontv woro killed and

mnny of their number wounded when
tlioy took flight. Tho Spaniards found
aomo correspondence of the robot load¬
ers, among which are importanupanors.Tho booty of tho camp, arms and horses
of tho insurgents woro also taken.
Tho Spaniards lost five killed aud

soven wounded in tho engagomont.
Tho Insurgent priaonors who woro

taken way Gomor. and Eatrnd aro oither
dead or wounded.
Tho political effect of this event is

discouraging to tho cauao of tho insur¬
gents.
